A DAY ON THE BAY. 


Marine Excursion in Honor 
of the President. 


The Party Sails Around the Harbor of 
San Francisco, 


And Assists in Launchine the Armored 
Cruiser Monterey. 


Mrs. Harrison Touches the Button 
That Sendsthe New Warship 
Down the Ways into 

’ the Water. 


By Telegraph to Tc Times. 

SAN FRANCIS8C0, April 28.—[By the 
Associated Press.| The morning of 
President Harrison's marine excursion 
opened witb afog enveloping the shores 
of the bay, butas the forenoon wore 
on the fog lifted and left the harbor 
sparkling in the sunlight. Along the 
water front gUmerous decorations, 
which had been placed on houses and 
shipping on thé Gay of the President’s 
arrival, were retouched and augmented, 
and many vessels not previously dec- 
orated had strings of flags fluttering 
in the wind. The yacht clubs of San 
Sausalito, Tiburon and 
neighboring towns, had also decorated 
tbeir boathouses and vessels, which did 
much to enliyem the scene in the 
vicinity of Golden Gate. Out in the 
stream the cruiser Charleston was re- 
splendent in new dress and was one of 
the most conspicuous objects in the 
bay. The City of Puebla, the steamer 
which was to convey the President’s 
party on the excursion, the steamer 
Haytian Republic and other large ves- 
sels were also decorated from stem to 
stern. Notwithstanding the announce- 
ment that invitations to accompany 
the President onthe Puebla were lim- 
ited to 500, the committee having 
charge of the excursion were besieged 
with applications from iuily 5000 per- 
sons, who, being unabie to secure the 
coveted billets, crowded the steamers 
Ukiah and Garden City, the tugs Re- 
lief, Ethel and Marion and numerous 
smalicraft which dotted the bay so 
tbat at the hour of tue Presidont’s em- 
barkation over 10,000 persons had leit 
the’ shore to accompany him on the 
trip. 

At 10:30 o’clock the Puebia steamed 
out into the bay from the Broadway 
wharf and was so00n followed by the 
warship Charleston, the Government 

Rust Madroue carrying 
Federal officials, and the revenue cut- 
ters Hassler and Corwin with customs 
house officials. As the Puebla passed 
these vessels, which had formed a line 
about three hundred yards apart, a 
salute was fired and the band, which 
had been stationed on the Puebla, 


played a patriotic air. After the Gov- 
erpment vessels had swung into line

UNITED MINE WORKERS DECLINE 
TO STRIKE, 


The Proposed Demonstration on the 
Ist of May Declared Off—A Tell- 
ing Address to Disgrun- 
tled Workers,

CoL_umBus (O.,) April 28.—[By the 
Associated LPress.| The great pro- 
jected strike of miners on May 1 for 
eight hours, was declared off today by 
the executive board of the United 
Mine Workersof America. The board 
which bas been bearing statements 
from presidents of State organizations 
for several days, which were almost 
unavimously againet the movement at 
this time, issued, a lengthy address 
to the members in which reference is 
made to the great strike of the Penn- 
syivania coke workers. “A battle is 
waged by organized capital against or- 
gauized lavor,” says the address, 
‘“‘which can only be termed the gory 
precursor of seemingly inevitable strife 
ina generaland muvore comprehensive 
manner. The United M.ne Workers 
have rendered their peuple all the finan- 
clal assistance possibie, and ia addi- 
tion learn that there have been within 
the district defections on the part of 
disorganized miners of various sections, 
and as custodians of the’ interests of 
the people who placed us in the po- 


sitions we occupy, we pos- 
itively, though reluctantly, refuse, 
with our eyes open and 


with the fuil and complete knowledge 
of the situation, to jeopardize those in- 
terests. We will not be ‘responsible 
for the accompanying sufferings and 
sacrifices of a sirike to our constitu- 
ents and their families, seeing as we 
do the situation, and knowing that 
thousands of human vultures are wait- 
ing for the first of May to feed, as it 
were, on the sacrifices of the organized 
miners of the country.” 

Tbe boara adds that it realizes the 
disappointment to many, but says that 
honorabie retreat is better than the 
maledictions of the people after they 
bave suffered because the truth was 
kept back.

Habeas Corpus: Decision by 
the Supreme Court. 


THE KAWEAH COLONY CASES 


The Settlers Say They Are Willing 
to Pay for the Land to Avoid 
Further Prosecution — 

New Sults—Notes. 


The opinion of the Supreme Court on the 
matter of the application of J. M. Soto for 
his release on a writ of habeas corpus from 
the Pomona City Jail upon the ground that 
he was illegally detained, was received ard 
placed on file yesterday by M. J. Ashmore, 
the local deputy clerk. 

The opinion of Chief Justice Beatty, 
which is concurred in by Justices Paterson, 
McFarland, De Haven and Harrison, re- 
mands the prisoner and discharges the writ. 
{t sets forth that the petitioner was con- 
victed of a violation of a city ordinance in 
the Recorder’s Court of the city of Pomona, 
and was fined inthe sum of $150 with the 
alternative of one day’s imprisonmeat for 
every $2 of said fine. The question was 
raised that the Recorder exceeded his juris- 
diction as the statuté provided 
misdemeanors’, this class 
should be punishable by a fine of not 
to exceed $300 or by imprisonment for not 
to exceed three months, and that in default 
of payment of said fine the defendant should 
be imprisoned at the rate of one day’s impris- 
onment for each dollar of said fine. There- 
fore, by yey that he be imprisoned at 
the rate of one day’s imprisonment for each 
$2 of the fine imposed, tne Kecorder’s judg- 
ment was void. The five justices, however, 
are unanimously of the opinion thatit was 
discretionary with the Recorder, and that 
“there was no excess of jurisdiction.” 

Ruling on another point raised by the 
pn Chief Justice Beatty says: “A 

order’s court is none the less a police 
court because it happens to have been 
called by another name. ‘The character. of 
a court is determined not by its name, but 
by the nature of its jurisdiction and its 
functions.”’ 

Justice Garouttein a dissenting opinion 
says: “The judgmentin this case, under 
which the petitioner is held in custody, is 
certainly yes because it is one in which 
the Court no authority in law to 
render,” 

THE KAWEAH COLONISTS. 

The defendants in the case of the United 
States vs. Burnette G. Haskell and others of 
the Kaweah colony yesterday filed a motion 
in re ~ ot judgment through their counsel, 
H. C. Dillon, in the United States 
Distriet Court. The document sets forth 
that the defendants in order to relieve them- 
selvesof further prosecution in the case. 
will avail themselves of the provisions of 
section 5, chapter 151 of the Act of Congress 
of June 3, 1878, entitled “An act. for the 
sale of timber lands in the States of Califor- 
nia, Oregon and Nevada and the Territory 
of Washington,” which reads as follows: 

“That any person prosecuted in said 
States and Territory for violating section 
2461 of the Kevised Statutes of the United 
States, who is not prosecuted for cutting 
timber for export from the United States, 
may be relieved from further prosecution 
and liabilfty therefor upon payment into 
the court wherein said action is pending of 
the sum of $2.50 per acre for all lands upon 
which he shall have cut or caused to be cut 
timber, or removed or caused to be removed 
the same.’ 

They anita tender and offer to pay 
into court said sum of $2.50 per acre for the 
lands in controversy, situated in Tulare 
county, and ask that they be relieved from 
further trouble in the premises. 

YOUNG CROSE’S CASE. 

Alfred J. Crose, who was recently held to 
answer by Township Justice Stanton to the 
charge of assault with intent to commit 
murder, preferred by his father-in-law, G 
H. ‘Boutweil, forme of Downey, ap- 
peared before Judge Smith in Department 
One, yesterday afternoon, upon a writ of 
habeas corpus, and asked for his discharge 
from the custody of the Shoriff on the 
ground that the committment upon which 
he was held charged him with a misde- 
meadnor only, towit: the crime of assault 
with-intent to do great bodily harm. After 
hearing argument upon both sides the Court 
took the matter under advisement until 4:30 
o’clock this afternoon, and will in the mean- 
time examine the depositions taken at the 
preliminary examination, so as to determine 
whether or not there was ’ probable cause for 
the belief that the defendant had com- 
mitted a felony. If such be the case, the 
writ will, in all probability, be denied. 

ADJUDGED INSANE.

Mrs. Elizabeth Townsend, an English- 
woman, 52 years of age, appeared before 
Judge Van Dyke and two commissioners 
appointed by the Court, for examination as 
to her sanity on complaint ot her husband, 
Joseph Townsend; and upon being ad- 
judged insane, was ‘committed to the State 
Asyium at Napa. 

he unfortunate woman, although appar- 
ently in exceilent health physically, is uo- 
der the delusion that some one is telephon- 
ing to her all the time; and that three 
strange men are conspiring against her. 
She assured the Court that’ghe knew all 
that was going on, and that her husband 
was trying to get rid of her, but at the same 
time she was positive that the conspirators 
had put something in her husb.ind’s ear, 
and made him do what they wanted while 
he was under its influence. 

Her husband, who is a hard working la- 
borer, testified that he had done everything 
he could for his wife, and had spent every 
cent of his savings in paying for proper 
treatment of her malady, but that she was 
rapidly growing worse, and he feared that 

she would do herself harm if not properly 
taken care of.

THE COOKING SCHOOL. 

One of the ladies interested in establish- 
ment of the cooking and industrial school 
in this city was seen by a Times reporter 
yesterday, and stated that the scheme is al- 
most sure to succeed. 

“Los Angeles” said she, “has long needed 
something of this kind. There are hundreds 
of young girls growing up in this city who 
will be totally unfit for home life when they 
reach woman’s estate, simply because they 
will have no capital excepta common school 
education. The middie classes who were de- 
prived of education seem to have an idea 
that all their girls need is a first class educa- 
tion. They forget that all girls should have 
a trade of some kind so that she can earn 
her own living if necessary, and every girl, 
no matter what her station in life may be, 
should understand housekeeping from the 
kitchen 1 Our schools at present simply 
make parior women of our girls, and not 
one in a hundred, unless she has parents of 
more than ordinary common sense, is fit to 
take charge of a home after she completes 
her education. These drawbacks we pro- 
pose to remedy if possible, and it is for that 
reason that we are organizing an industrial 
school. We claim that every girl should be 
able toearn her own living if necessity re- 
quires it, and a girl who goes through our 
school will be given atrade of some kind. 
These schools have been in operation 
in the East for some years past, 
and as near asilcan learn they are ina 
most flourishing condition,. [n some of the 
States they are managed by the school de- 
partments, and 1 hope to see the same state 
of affairs here in a few years.”

It Is Now in the Hands of 
the Jury. 


THE ARGUMENTS OF COUNSEL 


Chadwick Mercilessly Scored by the 
Attorneys for the Defense— 
Brilliant Oratorical Ef- 
forts on Both Sides. 


At 10 o’clock yesterday morning the trial 
of the fourth of the Damron forgery cases 
was resumed before Judge B. N. Smith, 


anda juryin Department One of the Su- 
perior Court, 


Ex-District Attorney George M. Holton 
was called by the prosecution in rebuttal, to 
show that an appeal was taken and per- 
fected in the case against J. S. Chadwick, 
charged with petty larceny, and that, more- 
over, the judgment or the lower court was 
reversed by Judge Sepulvedaand the de- 
fendent discharged, but the Court refused 
toadmitany oral testimony to that effect, 
on the ground that the record was the best 
testimony. 

The witness was thereupon withdrawn, 
and as the District Attorney was not in a 
position to produce the record of said case 
ata moment’s notice, he closed his case 
after introducing a letter written by Chad- 
wick, in evidence, so that the jury might 
have an opportunity of comparing his 
handwriting with that on the notes, which 
Damron insinuated had been forged by the 
complainant himself. The defense had 
nothing further to offer. 

Assistant District Attorney C. Mc- 
Coinas then opened the argument i the 
prosecution, and in a characteristic address 
of an hour’s duration dwelt upon the simi- 
eee | of the signatures of the two Lindleys 

n the notes introduced in evidence, one 

of which Damron had acknowledged on a 
decmer trial to have been written by him- 
self. Speaking of Chadwick’s testimony, 
the Assistant District Attorney admitted 
that he might be a scoundrel, but insisted 
that in thisinstance he had told the truth 
about the transaction. 

At 11:50 o’clock ex-Superior Judge W. A. 
Cheney took up the argument on behalf of 
the defendant. He prefaced his address by 
informing the jury that he had a perfect 
right to defend Damron, “the newspaper 
reporters to the contrary, notwithstanding,”’ 
as this case had noteven been commen 
when he was on the bench, and the first 
case against Damron came up before him 
for trial. subsequenuy took occasion to 
refer to the matter again, and severely 
criticized the ‘‘beardless youths” who at 
tempted to try cases through the columns of 
the papers on which they were employed, in 
advance of those who knew a great deal 
more than they did. On resuming after the 
noon recess, he scored Chadwick merci- 
lessiy and dwelt upon the fact that the

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THE CHINESE MURDER 


Inquest on the Body of the 
Dead Woman. 


RESULT OF THE POST MORTEM 


The Jury Return a Verdict That She 
Met Her Death at the 
Hands of Wong 
Ark. 


Coroner Weldon, assisted by Dr. Kannon, 
yesterday held a post mortem on the body 
of Ab Gue, the Chinese woman wurdered 
by her husband, or owner, Wong Ark, in 
front of a brothel in Chinatown Sunday 
night. It was found that the bullet entered 
the abdomen just above and to the right of 
the navel, ranging downward and cutting’ 
the intestines in two places, then striking 
the spine and glancing off, presumably bury- 
ing itself in the thigh. The surgeons made 
aclose search for the bullet, but did not 
succeed in finding it, and finally gave up. 
From the fact, however, that two piatols 
were found when the murderer was ar- 
rested, and the bullet is likely to cut quite 
an important part in the trial, another trial 
will probabiy be made this morning to find 
the missing missile. Allof the organs of 
the body were found to be in a healthy con- 
dition, and afier satisfying themselves that 
the wound was sufficient to cause death, the 
soenee did not think it necessary to pro- 

er. 
THE INQUEST. 

Two o’clock was the nour set for the in- 
quest, but long before that time a gang of 
Chipamen were in front of the police sta- 
tion, where it was thought by the heathens 
that the exami nationsvould had. 
soon Jearned that the Inquest would be heid 
at Orr & Sutcn’s. on Spring street, and 
moved down to that place. . 

Promptly at2 o’clock the hearing began, 
the first witness being Ah Duck, the keeper 
of the Drothel in front of which the woman 
was shot, and where she had been living 
for several months past. Ah Duck wasa 
very unwiiiing witness, with a very defect- 
tlve memory, and only told what he was 
compelied ww, talking through an interpreter. 
ln substance he said tha, the woman had 
been brought to bis house by Gam Duck— 
one of the uames by which ong Ark is 
known—but whether she was his wife or 
slave he could notsay. Wong Ark came to 
the house to see ber, but whether he lived 
in the house or not be could not say. He 
had been at the bouse on the evening of tke 
shooting, but whether there had been any 
quarrel or not, he couid not say, He heard 
the pistol shot, and\rushed out on the side- 
walk, where the woman was. He did not 
see anyone run away from the place, but the 
woman said that Gam, Duck (Wong Ark) 
had shot her. 

As there was some doubt io the minds of 
the jurv as to the identity of Gam Duck 
and Wong Aik, the murderer was brought 
in at tuis by Detectives Aubie and 
Bowler. and Ah Duck reluctantly aumitted 
that the man produced and caiied Wong 
Ark, was known to bim as Gam Duck, and 
alter having his identity thgroughly estab- 
lished, the vesthen was let out, and Duck 
continued his testimony, 

Duck evidentiy seemed to be afraid of 
sometuing, and tried to shield Ark all in 
his power. He said thathe did not know 
who did the shooting, and could only tell 
what he beard. The woman had said that 
Gam Duck h.d shot her. He did not know 
that they had ever bad any quarreis; he 
had heard nothing, ashe only pald atten- 
tion to his own business, 

Gook May, the wife of Ah Duck, was the 
pext witness, She was in ber room the night 
the shooting occurred, lying down, and 
when she beard the shot she jumped up 

and ran outside, where she s.w Ah Gue 
sitting on the sidewalk, She went to her, 
and the woman said that Gam Duck had 
shot ber. .Duck had been fh the room with 
the womad sme time before and remained 
some time, talking in a low tune of voice, 
He then ft, «nd half an bour later the 
shooting occurred. Duck, or Wong Ark, 
was in tne abit of visiting the bouse. 

Devective Wallin testified to taking the 
woman’s statement, in which she said that 
Wong Ark hau shot her because she would 
not give him money to gamble; that he had 
a quarre: with ber, then left aud returned 
shot ber, 

Dr Wing, who attended the woman at 
the police station, also testified, as did Po- 
lice Officer Kohn, who said that on the night 
she was shot she said that Wong Ark did 
it. The other women also said thesame 
thing. 

Auother Chinese woman was also exam- 
ined, after which tbe jury returned a ver- 
dict that the woman came to her death from 
the effects of a gunshvt wound from a pistol 
in the h nds of Gam Duck, commonly 
known as Wong Ark. 

THE MURDERER ARRAIGNED. 

Yesterday afternoon Wong Ark was ar- 
raigned before Justice Oweus on a charge 
of murder, after which he was committed to 
jail. The murderer takes the matter very 
coolly. His countena: ce indicates that he 
is greatly worried, but he still refuses to 
talk about his crime, and tries to appear un- 
concerned. Asfar as koown, he has not 
yet engaged any attorney, and wiil take his 
time before making a selection. 

Chinatown is gieatly excited over the 
murder, aud every effort will be made by 
the heathens to save Ark from paying the 
penalty for his crime. The feliow has up 
to recently had considerabie influence witu 
bis countrymen, and even now has quite a 
large following. itis freely stated among 
those who know the Chinese that when the 
case comes up for trial the Mongolian wit- 
nesses will be missing.

JASON BROWN’S STORY. 


Some of .His Kansas Experiences 
Related in Philadelphia. 

An bistoric figure,one of the men. 
who made history, in those days when 
no man who believed in ‘free soil for 
free men’’ was safe foran hour in 
“bleeding Kansas,’ isin this city in 
the person of Jason Brown, second son 
of John Brown, the beroof Harper’s 
Ferry, says a Philadelphia paper. Mr. 
Brown, who is a patriarchal, pleasant- 
featured, gray-haired and gray-bearded 
gentleman of 68 years, strongly resem- 
bling bis fatber, has been living for 
om past seven years near Pasadena, 


al. 

On bis arrival there with but $1.06 
in his pockets, he took up a claim of 
120 acres of Government land in the 
foothills of the Sierra Madre, 2000 
feet above the sea, and 1100 feet 
above the town of Pasadena, By 
dint of hard work he has suc- 
ceeded in getting his claim into *‘some 
kind of shape,” among other thiugs 
having built a road to the town below. 
He is at present on a tour of the East. 
Mr. Brown said yesterday: ‘I lost all 

possessed in Kansas during the 
troubles of 56 and during the war. 
There bas been a great deal said about 
the cruelties and indignities heaped 
upon free-soil men during that strug- 
gle, but very little about the kindness 
of the southern man.

Schilemann’s Trickery. 

[From “Personal Recollections of Schlie- 
mann,” by Hon. Char es K, Tuckerman, in 
New Engiand Magazine for April,): 

He relates many incidents of interest 
connected with his researches at His- 
sarlik, and the deceptions he was often 
obliged to practise when dividing, ac- 
cording to the terms of his contract 
with the Turkish government, the ob- 
jects discovered. Availing himself ef 
the ignorance of the men composing 
the Turkish guard, who carefully 
watched all his proceedings, he suc- 
ceeded not infrequently in passing 
upon them an object not worth preser- 
vation, and retaining for himself a less 
pretentious, but in reality an intrin- 
sically valuable finding, which he was 
determined to secure. Thus, on one 
occasion, when two slabs of inscribed 
stone, one, modern, the 
other of unquestionable antiquity were 
set aside for distribution, Schliemann 
expressed somuch anxiety to retain 
the former, that the Turks were com- 
pletely deceived, and vehemently de- 
manded the larger and worthless ob- 
ject, and the apparently reluctant 
archeologist was forced to content 
himself with the one he so ardently 
desired to obtain. This peculiar mix- 
ture of simplicity and cunning was 
a prominent feature of his mental at- 
tributes.

JEALOUS* EASTERN HORTICUL- 
TURISTS. 


' We referred yesterday to a state- 
ment by the Chicago Herald, to the 
effect that Frank A, Kimball of San 
Diego would receive the appointment 
as chief of the department of agricul- 
ture at the World’s Fair. A _ recent 
dispatch from Chicago to the Chronicle 


ji states that the eastero horticulturists 


have combined to keep California from 
getting the position. Director-General 
Davis was visited by a committee that 
met in Chicago by appointment to pro- 
test against California for the place. 
The dispatch says: 

Aa the case now stands these men are for 
anybody to beat the California candidate. 
They do not insist on having an eastern 
man for the place, but think that Director- 
General Davis should not go any farther 
west than the Mississippi Valley to get a 
chiet for that department. This delegation 
made many wild statements, some of them 
downright untruths, in their efforts to de- 
feat the Californians. 

“The . Californians,” said spokesman 
Doyle, “demand the chief of the depart- 
ment on account of their enormous 
shipments of fruit, but they do not say 
anything about the quantity of fruit 
raised in other States. They ‘are 
afraid of acomparison. Why, eleven coun- 
ties in the State of New York ship fifteen 
times as much fruit as the entire State of 
California, Ll tell you, Coionel Davis,” 
continued Mr. Doyle, ‘that to giwe this doe- 

artment to California means that the whole 

usiness will be run to boom the fruit-crow- 
ing districts of that State and eastern pro- 
ducers will not have any show at all.”’ 

E, L. Stanley spoke more particularly in 
the interest of the pomologists. He said 


to the selection of a man who rt 
only semi-tropical fruit interests. “Even 
Kansas,” he said, “raises almost as much 
fruitas California. One man in our State 
cleared $60,000 last year from a singie or- 
chard, and you can get an iaea from that of 
the value of his product.” 

Other equally extravagant stories were 
told, but no figures were offered in evidence, 


It seems that these people suppose 
we only grow oranges in California. 
They ought to inform themselves. 
Meantime, it is still believed in Cnhica- 
go that California will secure the po- 
sition, which of right belongs to us, as 
a State in which horticuiture is tite 
prominent industry, and which raises 
more varied and valuable horticultural 
products than any other State in the 
Union. 

ELEVATED JOURNALISM, 


The tallest newspaper building—or, 
in fact, any other building except some 
cathedrals, public monuments and the 
Philadelphia City Hall—is shortly to 
be ovértopped in New York. A dis- 
patch from that city announces that 
the Sun has already had a plan made 
for a thirty-four story building, 450 
feet high. The mere mention of these 
figures will not, perhaps, so much im- 
press the general reader except by com- 
parison. This building will be just 
three times as high as the tallest 
electric-light mast in Los Angeles.

only higher buildings in the world will 
be the cathedrals of Landshut. Cologne, 
Strasburg and St. Stephens ( Vienna,) 
the Philadelphia City Hall, the Wash- 
ington monument andachimney at 
Glasgow. Also, of course, the Eiffel 
tower—but that is not, properly speak- 
ing, a building. This will be “elevated 
journalism’’ with a vengeance! It the 
great journals go on competing with 
each other inthis direction some of 
them will soon be of sight.”’ By 
placing a powerful electric light on the 
top of its building—which is to be con- 
structed chietly of steel—the Sun will 
be abie literally to ‘‘shine for all’’ in 
New York and for many miles around. 
Dana’s Sun will altogether eclipse Bar- 
tholdi’s Liberty in the line of enlight- 
ening the world. 

Where is this craze for sky-scraping 
buildings to stop? Probably not till it 
receives a set-back through some terri- 
ble disaster in which a few dozen peo- 
pie are incinerated in the topmost 
story of one of these immense build- 
ings. Then they will go out of fashion 
tor a few.years, but not for long, prob- 
ably, for the great price of real 
estate in the heart of large cities 
demands that the most be made of 
every foot. Even in San Francisco 
where land is comparatively cheap the 
movement for towering buildings has 
commenced, much to the horror of the 
old-timers, who used to shake their 
heads when people began to put up 
two-story buildings in the earthquake 
belt. Xhe Palace Hotel was the first 
building in San Francisco to go much 
beyond the limit. That stricttite is 
said to be earthquake proof, but 60 far 
the assertion must be taken for 


granted, as it has never besa pus, 


seriously to test. In fact, earthquakes 


| appear to have gone off East since the 


overland railroad was completed. 
Meantime, Los Angeles with its 
thirty-six square miles of territory 
fortunately still has land enough. to 
make it unnecessary for people to carry 
on their business in the clouds. Tue 
TIMES expects to keep the top of its 
castle within hailing distance of the 
ground for a good many years yet. 


IN the Record-Union, William I.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


Horticulturists. 

Sirrra Mapre, April 24.—|To the 
Editor of Tut Times.| If the horti- 
culturists of Southern California should 
in the near future awake to the realiz- 
ation of the fact that they have a 
larger crop of fruit than the markets 
of the country can absorb, where can 
the blame be justly located? My ob- 
servation teaches me ilaily that there is 
less business tact and judgment dis- 
played by the farming or horticulturist 
class than in any other business pur- 
suit. We have but to scan the papers 
of the day to see evidences of the truth 
of this assertion. When, for example, 
has any one over seen put in print the 
profits of any manufacturing business 
carried on in this State? 

What wholesale or retail dry 
goods, grocery, hardware dealer. or 
agricultural implement seller or busi- 
ness of any kind whatsoever has ever 
Offered gratuitously to the public at 
large the statement that their busi- 
ness is extremely profitable and a good 
business to engage in? Business cau- 
tion is against all such utterances, for 
competitors would start up on every 
hand, and business would be overdone. 
How is it with the horticulturist? He 
not only tells it all, but more. What 
practival fruit grower who has lived in 
Southern California for the past nine 
years believes the half of the reports of 
enormous” proiits in fruit culture as 
given from time to time in the newa- 
papers? Let the answer come out of 
eey own experience, and yet who has 

ad the courage to dispute them? 
During the past year I grant the or- 
chardist did do well, and why? The 
total failure of fruit crops Kast gave to 
California an opportunity that was ex- 
ceptional, and on the basis of last 
year’s prices and profits, reports are 
sent broadcast throughout the world 
that there are “millions in fruit calture 
in Southern California,’’ with the 
of bringing thousands of competitors 
the business. And yet no one has 
had the courage to tell of the weary 
years of poor crops and good prices 
offered; or, quite as aggravating a con- 
dition, a large crop and no market. I[ 
know it is not considered the thing to 
tuke a pessimistic view of the case. I 
do not think it is doing so to decry the 
tendency of the times. To cry halt 
during the “boom’’ was treason, yet 
the halt came justthe same. And I 
am pleading for those who have capi- 
tal invested and have waited weary 
years for returns; also for thé many 
who are about to invest, only to find, 
after five or six years of toil and care, 
that the market does not want what 
he has provided for it. 

Let us take a few samples of the way 
in which the fruit industry is pictured, 
A short time ago | saw in a Los 
Angeles paper thata man in Fresno, 
1 think, had picked from a lemon tree 
ofa given age a certain. quantity of 
lemons. He thereupon sits down and 
calculates on a basis of so many trees 
to the acre, and multiplies the product 
by 55 cents per dozen as the price of 
lemons. Now whatcan be more ab- 
surd? What grower ever gets near 
that price for lemons’ Coming nearer 
home, | know a gentieman who gave 
to the newspaper of the town in which 
be lived, au item, which I have seen 
copied broadcast, that lemon trees at 
6 years old will produce $2500 per 
acre! That gentleman | know has 
twenty acres set out to various fruits, 
part of which are lemons—trees 7 
years old—and if be can show, that 
off his whole place he has sold #2500 
worth of fruit, including his two acres 
of 7-year-old give 
$25 ‘to the ‘cierity’ be dame. 
Again, in the Los Angeles Heraid™ of 
recent date, appoared the statement 
that.A. B. Chapman had sold his crop 
of oranges on tbe trees for $40,000, 
after having shipped 6000 boxes him- 
self, Hither the Herald orl have been 
misinformed to the extent of $15,000. 
Last comes Harvey C. Stiles of; San 
Diego, in the Sun, with a possible 
profit on lemons of $4500 to $5000 per 
acre from 12-year-old trees! ‘This is 
his basis: ‘Trees, seventy per acre; 
lemons, $3 per box; yield, per tree, 
twenty-five boxes. Now I have no 
doubt this is Mr, Stiles’ theory. Who 
has reduced it to practice? How sel- 
dom the $3 price is’ realized, every 
grower knows. Asto the yield, per- 
baps some one can ghow it, but I 
gravely doubt it. 

Now there can be butone result to 
such exaggerated statements... A great 
deal more fruit will be produced than 
can find amarket, and there will be 
loss. ‘The growers who, after a long, 
long wait for their trees to come into 
bearing, and who are beginning to 
catch up on the six years of toil with- 
out protit, will Gnd that their business 
will come to a standatill. If Mr. Stiles’ 
figures are reliable, then 2000 acres set 
to lémons will at twelve years yield 
8,500,000 boxes of lemons! And is not 
thata very small acreage compared 
with whatis already set out to this 
fruit alone? 

Let horticulturists be guided by a 
little business sense, and they may 
save themselves from the double loss 
of business and the respect of those 
who were persuaded into the business 
through the fanciful figures they fur- 
nished of the protits of horticulture.

THE STRIKE AND THE BOYCOTT. 


False Leaders of Labor—It Is the 
Deluded Followers Who Suffer. 
(The following temperate, wise and 

true article is copied from a monthly 

journal issued by the veteran detective 

and well-known citizen, Harry N. 

Morse of San Francisco.—Ep. ‘I'rwes.]} 
Workmen, when taking up that 

phase of their existence into whivh 
enter wages and the equivalent which 
they should render for money received 
from employers, never think what they 
are yielding up when giving implicit 
obedience to the dictation of a society 
of fellow-workmen, by which they be- 
come idlers, sometimes objects of char- 
ity, in response, really, to self-consti- 
tuted walkers, leaders, or major-gen- 
erals. 

Generally the most ordinary work- 
men, being able to talk, work them- 
selves uito these places, ostensibly in 
the interest of their principles, but 
really for their owa ends. They are 
empowered to travel about the country, 
living in the best hotels, eating the 
choisest cut of meat, earings the 
finest brands of cigars. and:jnibibing 
wines which heretofore they’ had--only 
beard of, and all at the expense of 
their impoverished fellow-laborers. 

These men, the agitators, are vested 
with almost autocratic power. Just 
as 800D as they are clothed with such 
power they become aspirants for honors 
above their starting-point, above the 
condition of the meu who put them in 
place, and under whose pay they are. 
Dhey make the prejudices of the rank 
and file the stepping stone to political 
or other preferment. 

While all thisis being enacted, un- 
thinking toilers, without employment 
and without hope, contribute ‘the 
sums they may have saved to pre- 
vide a bome for the little family, 
borrow money on a home already 
honorably acquired, and at last, 
haps, if a strike continues, sub-

to feceiving charity in the shape | 


of a weekly pittance donated by kin- 
dred trades-unions, whose strained 
treasuries feel the weight of levied con- 
tributions; and all this to maintain a 
few self-ordained high priests, who 
smilingly fumble the dollars squeezed 
from the urgent needs of suffering 
brothers; they draw their white and 
sottened bhauds from pockets lined with 
dollars they have not earned, and won- 
der how they can soil such hands with 
labor again. 

The men generally who receive ng 

itions are those who are unable to 
old a situation on their own merits as 
workmen, being bolstered up by an as- 
sociation demanding the same pay per 
day for incompetent as for skilled 
workmen. 

Unfortunate human nature is so con- 
stituted that the sterling men do not 
come to the front, but agree to be ruled 
rather than quarrel; and to this fact, 
rather than the fairness of their cause, 
the unreasonable demands of working- 
men are allowed to disturb the current 
of supply and demand, which is the 
very essenee of mercantile law and 
prosperity. Without this principle the 
course of business cannot flow in a 
channel whichis just as correct as the 
system of figures. 

No person will have the hardibood to 
proclaim that the workingman has no 
right to combine for the protection of 
his own interests, and to get all that he 
is able to command individually for his 
skill and ability. But he has no right, 
under any circumstances, to ob- 
struct the rights of ochers by employ- 
ing intimidation, blackguardism, riot, 
and kindred measures to maintain his 
peculiar views, thus driving timid 
men, who lack moral courage to resist, 
into a distasteful fellowship. If the 
cause were not weak, the ordinary 
method of business men, argumen 
and arbitration, would suffice. . . 

There seems but one remedy for all 
this labor disturbance. hen the 
time,comes that employers of every 
class combine to resist the unreasona- 
bie demands of banded and bonded 
workmen, shut down ina body at the 
mére mention of a strike, so soon will 
the bandfulof self-elected supervisors 
of the affairs of their fellow-craftsmen 


without fat pay, and give their services 
—there will be nothing in it.

The presbytery resolved that, witb 
the understanding that Rev. Dr. Ellis} 
should faithfully meet his promise to 
make the deficiency good, it would be 
sufficient to severely censure his con- 
duct in the matter.

Second Day of the Grand Parlor’s 
Session at Santa Rosa. 

SANTA Rosa, April 28,—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] A reception was ten- 
dered the delegates to the Grafid Par- 
lor N. 8S.

The grand president decided that a 
brother not taking an appeal to the 
Grand Parlor loses his right to a con- 
test. This refers to Conrad Gotwalz. 
The committee, therefore, in accord- 
ance. with tke above decision, recom- 
mended that W. W. Shaffer be seated. 

J. D. Spfoul paid a high tribute of 
respect to the memory of Austin 
Sperry, grand trustee, deceased, and 
moved that when the parlor adjourned 
it be out of respect to the memory of 
the deceased brother. Carried. Recess 
was then taken. 

The Grand Parlor reconvened at 2:30 
p. m. The special order relative to 
the plan of hoiding the next meeting of 
the Grand Parlor was discussed at 
length, A resolution in favor of Sac- 
ramento met considerable opposition. 
R. G. Devlin spoke in favor of Sacra- 
mento, A. H. Den for Santa Barbara, 
Kellogg for Lvs Angeles, F. D. Ryan 
for Sacramento, F. L. Coombs for the 
southern partof the State, Steinbach 
for Los Angeles, Greer for Sacramento, 
Doyler for a more central part of the 
State, Matson for I,os Angelos, Tilden 
for the South. 

Dorn thought the proper thing would 
be to fix a Grand Parlor for all time at 
San Francisco, but was of the opinion 
that much good would be done the 
order by holding a session in the South 
and favored Los Angeles.

Dispatches received here yesterday 
stated that British troops are within 
ten miles of Imphal, the capital of 


Manipur, and that imphal is to be 


taken if possible by assault this morn- 
ing. 
The British column recently at Sil- 
char engaged and utterly routed the 
enemy at Bissenpur. Gen. Graham’s 
column Saturday last surprised a force 
of about 1000 Manipuris entrenched 
behind earthworks. The British force 
first cut off the retreat of the Mani- 
puris, and then charged upon them. A 
savage hand-to-hand conflict followed. 
The enemy was completely routed, 
losing 200 men. One of the British 


Officers was killed and four wounded. 


MANIPUR TAKEN—REVOLTING SIGHT.

VON MOLTKE’S FUNERAL. 


Emperor William and His Family 


Take Part in the Pageant. 

Berwin, Aprii 28.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.}] Funeral services 
over the remains of Field Marsnal von 
Moltke took placé at1l o’clock this 
morning in the ball-room of the gen- 
eral staff building. Emperor William, 
the King of Saxony, grand dukes of 
Baden, Saxe-Weimer and Hesse, the 
principal members of the royal family 
of Germany, together with leading 
German generals, were present. The 
services lasted forty-five minutes. 

‘The casket containing the field mar- 
shal’s remains was then carried with 
much ceremony to the hearse, 
which was drawn by six horses. 
After passing through the streets lined 
with troops and packed with specta- 
tors, the remains arrived at the Lehrte 
station atlo’ciock in the afternoon 
and were placed upon a railroad car 
draped in black. Along the route of 
the procession tothe railroad station 
the hearse was preceded by Col. Gess- 
jer, carrymg Count von Moltke’s field 
marshal’s baton,.and by all the officers 
of the general staff, carrying the insig- 
nia and orders conferred on Count von 


Moltke during the course of his distin- 


guished career. The casket was cov- 


ered with large numbers of floral 


wreaths sent from ajl parts of Ger- 
many, and from many parts of Europe, 
Emperor William, members of the 
royai families of Germany and German 
generals followed the hearse to the 
railroad station. 

During the ceremony in the general 
staff building the Emperor was moved 
totears. Bismarck sent an immense 
wreath and the following telegram: 

With profound sorrow I have re- 
ceived a telegram announcing the irre- 

arable loss sustained by the Father- 
and. 1 feel the loss more acutely 
owing to the fact it has been vouch- 
safed to me to enjoy for several de-

THE POPE’S ENCYCLICAL, 


It Will Deal With Important Social 


Questions, 

Rome, April 28.—[By »Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] A prominent digni- 
tary of the Catholic church’ talking 


_ with a representative of the Associated 


Press concerning the forthcoming en- 
cyclical letter of the Pope on social 
questions said that the Pope has con- 
densed the doctrines of the greatest 
theologians on these matters and 
adapted them to the requirements and 
conditions of the present epoch. He 
also has brought into requisition 
the leading intellects of the 
United States and Europe. He 
treats with equity on the rights and 
duties of capital and labor. the state 
and the individual. He is neither for 
nor against any.interest or school. He 
greatly deplores acy divisions in the 
Catholic party tending, as they do, to 
diminish tbe social \influence and 
moral action of the church. 

“The ercyclical,” said the dignitary, 
“twill make a considerable impression, 
foritis an enlighteved work aiming 
solely at unity and conciliation. It will 
not be acry of protest agaiust all el- 
ements which form modern life. He 
seeks to conciliate them all by the ac- 
ceptance of all legitimate interests 
and by reciprocal respects for all 
rights. A delicate matter is in regard 
to stateintervention. It isincontesta- 
bie that the church can not give upon 
these purely historical contingences 
absolute instructions. Social prob- 
lems are continually changing and 
modifying. Things that are good and 
equitable today are old and inapplica- 
ble tomorrow. Therefore the Pope 
will be found, from a doctrinal point 


_of view, somewhat reserved on this 


matter. Nevertheless he demands 
relative intervention, changing ac- 
cording to places and circumstances 
whenever justice, legitimate interests 
and disregarded rights require it. 
“Thus, for our particular epoch, the 
Pope exacts state intervention in favor 
of fixing the maximum number of 
hours of the work day, of the day of 
rest, of the minimum wages; for regu- 
lating the work of women and children 
and matters regarding hygiene, and 
the couditions under which work is per- 
formed in factories, Leo strikes a 
normal equilibrium as the true note, 
whilehe carefully avoids prejudicing 
in any way such social probiems as 
may arise later on. The supreme in- 
spiration of the document is to put 
Catholicism, doctrinally and intellectu- 
ally, at the nead of the social move- 
ment. Leo is convinced that the de- 


mocracy of America will be the mold 
in which the future society and poli- 
tics of Europe will be fashionea. 
FOREIGN NOTES. 
An Ugly Charge Hanging Over A 
Candidate for the Commons. 

Lonpon, April 28.—|By Cable and 
Associated Press.) A hearing on the 
charge against C. A. Fyfle, a weil- 
known historian, was to have been 
held today, but owing to the critical 
condition of the accused, who, over- 
whelmed by the charge, cut his throat 
yesterday, the court granted an ad- 
journment. Fyffe is a candidate of 
the Liberal party for a vacant seat in 
the House of Commons.

ROMANCE IN REAL LIFE. 


The Widow of the Late Alfred Hure 
Just Hears of His Death. 
[Ssn Diego Union. | 

The killing of Alfred Hure in this 
city on the 6th of December last is 
doubtiess freshin the minds of the 
readers of the Union. The homicide 
itself was a most remarkable occur- 
rence, but the romantic story of Mrs. 
Alfred Hure, the wife of the deceased, 
who was separated from her husband 
eight years and learned of his tragic 
death only a few days ago, by an acci- 
dent, is still more remarkable. 

Mrs. Hure is now in San Diego. She 
arrived some weeks ago visit 
friends, but was in entire ignorance 
that her busband ever resided here, or 
that he wasin the land of the living. 
The couple formerly called Denver 
their home, but Mrs. Hure went to 
New York on a visit many years ago, 
and during ber absence ber husband 
conducted himself in such a manner 
that sherefused to return to him in 
spite of his pleadings, and he finally 
wrote her that he was going to San 
Francisco. This was seven years ago 
and not a line has passed between hus- 
band and wife since. A few montis 
ago Mrs. Hure, repenting of her harsh- 
ness to her erring husband, decided to 
come west and find him. She ac- 
cepted an invitation to visit friends 
here and arrived about five weeks ago. 

On last Thursday, while riding 
through the city, the driver of the 
party pointed out Ad Pearson and re- 
marked that he had killed a man but a 
few months ago. 

“You have strange laws here,” said 
Mrs. Hure, “to allow murderers to go 
at liberty like that,’’ and the subject 
dropped. 

On Saturday last, while looking over 
acopy of the Union, the widow read 
that the trial of Ad Pearson, who 
killed Alfred Hure last December, had 
been postponed. She could hardly be- 
lieve that the Hure mentioned was her 
husband, but she thought it worth 
while to investigate the matter, and 
made a call on Chief Coyne. 
|The description she gave of her 
missing husband fitted the dead 
restaurant-keeper exactly, and when 
the widow called again at police head- 
quarters yesterday with letters from 
her husband and a photograph, there 
remained no doubt but that Pearson’s 
victim and the missing Hure were one 
and the same, and that her search was 
sorrowfully and unexpectedly termina- 
ted 


Mrs. Hure was very much affected 
when she became convinced that her 
husband was really dead. She blamed 
herself for leaving bim, and said that 
if she had been here she was aure that 
she could have have kept him out of 
trouble. The fact that he bad always 
wished her to come back to him and 
that she had steadily refused seemed 
to affect her most, and the poor woman 
refused to be comforted.

RIDING A WHALE ATSEA 


A SEA OTTER HUNTER’S HARD 
TRIP OFF THE PACIFIC OOAST. 


Very Lacrative Business Spoiled by the 
Perverseness of a Stapid Bull Headed, 
Humpbacked Whate—An Incredible 
Story of Hard Lack. 


In passing up Front street a reporter's 
attention was attracted to 4 singular ap- 
pearing man who stood in front of a hide 
and fur store examining a very hand- 
some sea otter skin which .hung in the 
window. His hair was long, and his face 
covered with a full growth of beard of a 
rich auburn hue, which hung down on 
his breast. His clothing was of strange 
make and matrial, and his tout ensem- 
ble was calculated to give one an idea 
that ‘‘the wild man of Borneo had just 
come totown.” The reporter approached 
the window, and after pausing a mo- 
ment said: 

‘*That is a very handsome skin!” 

“Yes,” said the stranger, “it is very 
fine. There is. nothing that produces 
better fur than the sea otter. I have 
shot many of them.” 

“Might I ask where?’ said the report- 
er. ‘“The sea otter is aYareanimal now.” 

“I suppose they are about all killed off 
by this time on this coast,” said the 
stranger. “it was ten years ago when I 
was shooting them on the coast of Wash- 
ington territory, and they were not very 
numerous then, but in the course of two 
years I had killed over fifty, Besides a 
good many fur seals, and had saved up 


| over $5,000 in cash, when I was suddenly 


broke up in business and taken to a 
strange cotutry by a very singular acci- 
dent.” 

On being pressed for an explanation 
the stranger told the following remarka- 
ble story: ‘**Ten years ago I was hunting 
sea otters on one of the wildest parts of 
the coast of Washington, several miles 
north of the Quillayate Indian reserva- 
tion, between Destruction Island and 
Cape Flattery. Itisone of the wildest 
and most out of the way places on the 
coast. Ihad been shipwrecked on De- 
struction Island, and ha@ been rescued 
by the Quillayute Indians and had been 
living with them geveral years, and had 
married the daughter of one of the head 
men of the tribe. 

A DANGEROUS PERCH. 

“TI was happy and contented, for, after 
years spent in the forecastle of a ship, 
the life I led among the Indians was 
comparatively pleasant and luxurious. 
Besides, as I told you, I had saved up 
several thousand dollars, when in a mo- 
ment, by the freak of a sy pid, bull 
headed, humpbacked whale, Nwas torn 
from my home and family and cast pen- 
niless on the shores of a stranger and 
wilder country than the one I had so un- 
ceremoniously left, among people com- 
pared to whom my Quillayute friends 
were civilized and intelligent. 

“You know, of course, how sea otters 
are shot by the hunter having a stand 
rigged up away out as far from the shore 
as possible, by setting up three tall poles, 
so that they cross a few feet from the 
top, and by building a kind of crow’s 
nest ‘in the top of this frail structure. I 
had@rigged up one of these stands away 
| out at low water mark and made it. as 
‘comfortable as possible, and sometimes 
spent twoor three days ont there, my 
wife keeping a lookout and securing any 
otters or seals I shot. I was doing first 
rate, owing to being so far out, and, al- 
though several times badly scared by 
rough weather and by schools of whales, 
which came around my lookout, I could 
not think of giving it up for a place 


which might be safer, but where I could | 


not kill so many otters. 

“The last time I got into my lookout 
was early one morning. As the weather 
had been stormy I was expecting that 


the shore, so I took along a good supply 


tobacco and ammunition, expecting to 
stay outtwo orthree days. As soon as 
it was light and the tide -was near the 
flood, Isaw a number of otters lying 
asleep in the water just beyond range, 
and while I was waiting/for them to 
drift down toward me along came a 
school of half a dozen or more of the 
sinall whales common on that coast. 
OFF TO SEA ON A WHALE. 

“They came toward my lookout rolling 
and spouting and playing, and at length 
I saw one of.them making right for the 
lookout. I was afraid he would upset 
me, and yelled at him, but, whether by 
accident or design 1 knew not, he 
plunged between two of the poles on 
which my nest was perched, and strik- 
ing the other with his nose shoved it 
away in front of him, and over went 
my nest, landing on his back, one of the 
poles sticking straight ahead and the 
others straddling him as a man does a 
horse. When lsawl was going! jump- 
ed and landed astride the whale’s tail, 
and quicker than a wink with my keen 
sheath knife I cut the muscles on each 
side of his tail, which prevented him 
from going down. I then clambered up 
to my nest, and there I was afloat ona 
whale, with provisions for three days 
and neither sail, oar nor compass. 

“The first thing*I did was to cut 
some loops in the thick hide of the 
whale and secure my nest by ‘ashing it 
firmly to his back. He struck out from 
shore and made the best speed he could 
with his partially disabled tail. I hus- 
banded my provisions and water, and as 
I had some whisky and plenty of tobacco 
and was used to lieng in my nest, I got 
along very gpinfortabl y fora week, when 
things began to look blue. Fortunately 
a Russian ship bound for Viadivostock 
came along and picked me up. 

*] was so uncomfortable on board that 
as we were passing the Kooril islands I 
stole a boat and got ashore, and, after 
spending about six years there with the 
wild inhabitants, succeeded in getting 
across to Japan and finally ina ship to 
South America, and arrived here a day 
or two since on a ship, and am now 
bound for Callam county, Wash., to see 
what has become of my wife and the 
twenty dollar pieces we had when I went 
away.”—Portland Oregonian.

Wide Streets as Health Promoters. 
Dr. Anders has been investigating the 
influence of the width of streets in cities 
onthe mortality from phthisis, and as 
the results of examining into the locali- 
zation of 1,500 deaths he has arrived at 
the conclusion that the number of deaths 
from phthisis is smaller in proportion to 
the population in the wide thanin the 


the mortality is greatest where they are 
long or where they form a cul-de-sac. 
In other words, complete movement of 
air about dwellings is a point of prime 
importance in connection with the ques- 
tion of pulmonary phthisis. 

It is on this principle that all modern 
bylaws as to open space about houses are 
based, and it is as important to have 
wide open spaces behind houses as in 
front, so as to secure a proper through 
current of air. The existing tendency 
to put up an undue limit on the needed 
area behind dwelling houses is strongly 
condemned, as constituting a distinct 
violation of oneof the most vital es- 
sentials to the promotion of health and 
prevantion of a certain class of diseases. — 
New York Telegram.

That Decision on the Scalp- 
Ticket Case. 


\ 


AGREEING ON OVERLAND RATES 


Several Changes in Local Rallroad 
Sorvice—The Boycotted Road— 
General, Local and Per- 
sonal Notes. 


In Tar Times a few days ago was pub- 
lished a press dispatch from Chicago stat- 
ing that the United States Court there had 
rendered a decision in the matter of Peter 
S. Peterson against the Southern Pacific 
Railway Company tbat practically settles 
the rights of ticket scaipers and those who 
purchase from them. The facts in the case 
were that a merchant of Los Angeles 
named Wineburgh, desiring to visit San 
Francisco, purchased a ticket from l.os An- 
geles to San Francisco at the special 
through rate by way of Ogden. When 
Wineburgh reached San Francisco he dis- 
posed, of his ticket to Ottinger, a ticket 
scaiper of that city. Peter S. Peterson, 
wishing to go East, purchased thie 
ticket from Ottinger and rode on it 
as far as Wells. Nev., where the conductor 
refused to honor the ticket and demanded 
either another ticket or the fare in cash, 
Peterson. refused either and was ejected 
from the train. He then paid his fare to 
Chicago, where he began suit against the 
company for $25,000. The evidence for the 
railway company showed that when Peter- 
sou boarded the train at San Francisco and 
showed his ticket the conductor honored it, 
and the same result followed its presentation 
to the other conductors as far as Weils. The 
conductor on that division, when he exam- 
ined the ticket, saw that another name 
showed on it beneath Peterson’s signature, 
and at once telegrapeed the number 
and other descriptive marks of the 
ticket to headquarters, where a record 
of the names of purchasers of s8 
cial rate contract tickets is kept. he 
record was consulted and the name of 
Wineburgh appeared as the purchaser. The 
fact was telegraphed to the conductor at 
Wells, and when be again examined Peter- 
son’s ticket he found that the name of 
Winebdurgh appeared upon it clearly. It 
was then evident that some one bad obiit- 
erated Wineburgh’s name from the ticket 
by the use of acid or otherwise, but expos- 
ure and time had destroyed the effect of 
the material used to efface the name, 8.it 
appeared plainly in faint red letters upon 
the space over which Peterson bad written 
his name. The jury in the case, actin 
under instructions from the Court, decid 
in favor of the railway company, and taxed 
the costs against the plaintiff. 

TRANSCONTINENTAL RATES. 

A meeting of representatives of the trans- 
continental lines met in Chicago at the gen- 
eral offices of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé to secure the routing of business 
within the territory of the association via 
the short lines, Circuitous reutes are to 
make a bigher rate and thus retire from the 
business, but their short-line traffic, on the 
other band, will be protected in the same 
manner. If the desired result is reached, 
passenger business will go the natural route, 
and scalpiug will be reduced to the mini- 
mum. The occ sion for calling the meeting 
was the opening up of a number of indirect 
routes recently
